WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen­ 
ate foes of the nomination of 
Dr. E arl L. Butz to be secre­ 
tary of agriculture say 33 sena­ 
tors

They are counting on a coali­ 
tion of farm organizations, the 
poor, environmentalists, organ­ 
ized labor, those angered over 
low wheat and corn prices and 
the memory of the Ezra Taft 
Benson era to defea him.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Frig 
idaire officials were to meet 
here today with union represen 
ta ti ves to iron out final details 
of their agreement to freeze 
wages at the financially-trou 
bled plant until 1974. 
A Frigidaire spokesman said 
today’s talks would be “a rou 
tine cleanup”, probably follow 
ed later in the day by formal 
signing of the pact, which also 
provides for recall of 850 of the 
3,400 workers laid off by Frigid­ 
aire, a division of General Mo­ 
tors, in the past year. 
Members of Local 801 of the 
International Union of Elec­ 
trical Workers voted Sunday in 
favor of the agreement. Union 
officials said final approval by 
Doth sides was only “a formal­ 
ity.” 
The agreement cancels two 3 
per cent step increases sched­ 
uled during the life of the cur­ 
rent contract. The raises would 
have amounted to about $5.60 
per week each. The plant’s 5,- 
000 workers now make $4.54 per 
hour on the average. 
The workers also agreed to 
sacrifice all but five cent, of 
both their scheduled 14 cent per 
hour annual cost of living in­ 
creases which would have been 
paid this December and again 
in December, 1972.

Voids Law 


Against Women 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme 
Court 
ruled 
unani­ 
mously 
Monday 
that 
“ arbi­ 
trary ” 
discrimination 
against 
women is unconstitutonai. 
Chief Justice Warren E. Bur­ 
ger spoke for the court as it 
struck down an Idaho law that 
gave 
men 
preference 
over 
women 
in 
administering 
es­ 
tates. 
The ruling w'as the first ever 
by the high court to ban sex 
discrimination under the “equal 
protection” clause of the 14th 
Amendment. 
The House of Representatives 
has approved a constitutional 
amendment guaranteeing wom­ 
en 
equal 
rights. 
The 
ruling 
came as a Senate Judiciary 
Subcommittee 
was 
about 
to 
hold a session on the proposed 
amendment. The effect of the 
decision on the amendment was 
not immediately clear. 
In the past, the court has 
used the same provision of the 
14th Amendment to protect Ne­ 
groes 
against 
discrimination. 
The clause was the basis for 
decisions beginning in 19 54 that 
prohibited racial segregation in 
the public schools. 
The 14th Amendment w as rati­ 
fied in 1868. Section 1 includes 
the admonition that “ no state 
shall make or enforce any law 
w'hieh shall abridge the privi­ 
leges or immunities of citizens 
of the United States . . . nor 
deny to any person within its 
I jurisdiction the equal protection 
of the laws.” 
In the Idaho case, Mrs. Sally 
Reed, an Ada County woman, 
had been denied under state 
law 
appointment 
as 
adminis­ 
tratrix of her son’s estate. The 
father, Cecil Reed, had filed a 
competing petition for appoint­ 
ment. Both parents, who were 
separated 
sometime 
before 
their son Richard’s death, were 
equally entitled to administer 
the estate. However, under Ida­ 
ho law, a man is given prefer­ 
ence over a woman w'hen they 
are on equal footing in estate 
proceedings.

Some came 
from motorists who said they 
saw the girl or a “ suspicious” 
man 
on 
Interstate 
490 
last 
Tuesday . 
Police said 
the girl 
d i s - 
appeared that day while on a 
shopping errand for her moth­ 
er. 
They theorized the child 
was kidnaped, escaped and ran 
along the highway hoping for 
help 
Her body was found by two 
teen-agers on Thursday along a 
rural road in suburban Riga. 
A 
medical ex aminer said she had 
been raped and strangled. 
Motorists who contacted po 
lice after the girl’s body was 
found and reported seeing the 
child along the superhighway

Canada is so closely linked to 
the United States, so dependent 
economically, that her respon­ 
ses to U.S. actions could hurt 
her more than her huge neigh­ 
bor. 
To cushion the blow, the gov­ 
ernment has announced cuts in 
income taxes and in corporate 
taxes 
to 
stimulate business, 
plus a multimillion-dollar works 
program to create jobs. 


“ We 
could 
give 
companies 
five or IO years to work things 
out,” says Gordon. “ We would 
want a m ajority of shares to be 
held in Canada. We would want 
managers and a majority of di­ 
rectors 
to 
be 
Canadian 
citi­ 
zens.” 
This would apply to big subsi­ 
diaries and foreign-owned en­ 
terprises. 
Meanwhile an 
eye 
would be kept on the smaller 


ones. 
Gordon notes that this 
might not be welcomed in the 
United States or even by cer- 
tln big Canadinn finanical in­ 
terests, 
but 
Americas 
“ have 
lived with much worse in other 
parts of the world, and this 
would be no sudden overnight 
affair.” 
Canadians insist that the Ca- 


nadianization impulse is not in­ 


spired by anti- - Americanism, 
because there is little of that 
here. Tliey argue that Canadian 
investments earn hundreds of 
millions in dividends for U.S. 
investors yearly and it should 
be self - evident to both sides 
that neither wants to dam age 
this relationship.

—Would it announce it is join­ 
ing the G eneva D isarm am ent 
Com m ittee, the

The Chinese already have re ­ 
jected a Soviet proposal for p ri­ 
vate sum m it talks am ong the 
nuclear pow ers and have spo­ 
ken out strongly against deals 
m ade privately by the Russians 
and the A m ericans.

been assigned her own car and 
driver 
since 
President Nixon 
took office. 
The GSA assigns governm ent- 
owned cars for use by bureau­ 
crats with tile exception of top

car comes

but the GSA official said he 
finds it “ highly unusual” that 
she has her own.

Also a sanitary 
sewer must be connected to the 
sewage plant trap at once. No 
new families can move in until 
the sewage plant is in full 
operation and entrance and exit 
r o a d s 
are 
graveled 
and 
passable. 
The board gave unanimous 
approval of Blaney’s actions. 
In other business, much of the 


Barnhill, who has made ten 
inspections of the landfill since 
August, noted that plastic film 
must be deposited in a separate 
trench and covered with 2 feet 
of compacted dirt.

Inside Florida Jail Cell 


WINTER PARK. Fla. (AP) 
— “Oh my God! That’s my son, 
my poor, poor son!” screamed 
Strawlee Moore as policemen 
tried to free a young prisoner 
from a smoke-filled jail cell 
whose door was welded shut by 
the flames. 
Mrs. Moore arrived at the 
Winter Park jail Monday juit 
as 
policemen

masks were dragging prisoners 
from the cells in the rear of the 
police station. 
Michael Moore. 21, and De- 
wayne Paige, 19, had been ar­ 
rested 
the 
night 
before

charges of trespassing at Roll­ 
ins College and Moore’s mother 
wanted to arrange ball. 
As 
choking policemen 
and 
prisoners began exiting from 
the smoke-filled cell area, Mrs. 
Moore heard a scream.

The Famine Watchers 


ROME (AP) - In 70 coun­ 
tries 
around 
the 
world 
in­ 
ternational civil servants are 
practicing a new profession — 
famine watcher. 
They are regional officials of 
the U.S. Food and Agriculture 
Organization (FAO) who have 
been 
assigned 
the 
additional 
duty of standing guard in an 
early warning system against 
disastrous food shortages. 
FAO set up the system on 
the basis that although 
man 
may be able to do nothing about 
cyclones and earthquakes, the 


perennial disasters of famine 
stemming from floods, drought 
or plant and animal diseases 
can be foreseen. 
By early warning, the suf­ 
fering and damage that 
these 
cause in crop failure, hunger, 
s t a r v a t i o n and widespread 
poverty 
may be lessened or 
averted. 
These disasters seldom are 
felt any more in the richer, 
industrial 
countries 
of 
the 
world. But throughout the two- 
thirds of the earth that is poor 
and predominantly agriculural

Within the past year early 
warnings 
from

famine 
w a t c h e r s have forestalled 
famine disasters or eased the 
suffering in four parts of the 
world. 
The warning system foresaw 
the failure of maize, rice and 
millet crops this year in the 
little West African nation of 
Gambia in time to send in 
enough emergency food to feed 
150,000 people, more than third 
of the population, for 40 crucial 
days. 
Iraq was hit by one of the 
worst droughts in its history. 
But the famine watchers spotted 
signs of the disaster in 
reports 
of livestock 
moralities 
and 
increasing food shortage among 
the Bedouins in the rural areas. 
Within 
two 
months, 
$1.3 
million worth of emergency food 
supplies was on the way to the 
stricken regions. 
The 
FAO-U.N. 
world 
food 
program, which acquires and 
distributes 
the 
surplus 
food 
supplies, has $10 million a year 
for such emeergency aid. 
But the organization has to 
appeal to governments for more 
money when frequent or major 
disasters 
make 
this 
amount 
inadequate.
